the proper step toward eliminati.ngjhis peril, is to not have 


the poisonous preparations in the house. The large number 
of deaths resulting ffoiii their use, n'ot'only in Chicago, but in 
all:parts of (life country,'proves that they "do more harm than' 
good, arid .(His is probably true.'in most cases, even when 
death does*iicit ensue. It is-(he p^ii of wisdom to leave the 
administration of powerful,remedies to the family physician 
and lo confine home treatment .'to preparations that are known 
to-be,harmless. There is. no'valid excuse for the presence of 
dead)y: poisons among the' family medicine vials. 


Without doubt some of the deaths'attributed to accidental 


poisoning areisuicidal, it being hjitural ahd charitable for.the 
family and the authorities to so construe them, so far as pos- 
sible. Andjiere, again, there would be an advantage in the 
absence of'deadly drugs, for if they were not at hand the mood 
prompting to self-destriiction woi|ld;in many cases pass before 
the means were procured, and lives would be saved. 
. N o well regulated household needs deadly drugs in its out- 
fit,' and they should be'rigidly excluded. 
In this course lies 


safety, and it is the only course which will render'a family 
immune from'liability to happenings of the most tragic char- 
acter!:

toration of the constitutional appor- 
tionment of powers among the three 
departments of the government is un- 
dertaken soon by heroic and patriotic 
spirits, both tlie legislature and the 
judiciary are doomed to atrophy.

for the perpetuity of our Republican 
institutions. It is as true today as it 
was when Mr. Justice Story made the 
observation, more than SO . years ago, 
that the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial departments ought to be sep- 
arate, and the powers of one ought 
not to be exercised by either of the 
others; and that when all three pow- 
ers are united in the same hands 
there is a. real despotism, to the ex- 
tent of their coercive exercise.
